The disfavour with which this argu- 
ment has been received has led 
Mr. Chamberlain to try another tack. 
His latest suggestion, as we learn 
from Reuter's telegram of the 27th 
of June, is that the taxation of food 
may be balanced by the remission of 
an equiyalent amount of taxation on 
sugar, tea, ete. The great scheme 
then of modified free trade comes 
down to the taxation of the food 
which we receive from the United 
States for the benefit of Canada. In 
this connection it is interestingto read 
what the “Graphic” which, like a 
good Unionist paper, is at present “on 
the fence,” says in its issue of the 23rd 
of May :—*Mr. Chamberlain has more 
than ‘once invited the Colonies to 
take part both in the government 
.Jand in the expenses of the Empire, 
but hitherto they have shown very 
little inclination to respond. In the 
the main difficulty in the 
path of any system of free trade 
within the empire comes rather from 
the colonies than from the mother 
Canada has, indeed, volun- 
tarily ‘conceded a preferential tariff 
to British goods: but as Mr 
Chamberlain pointed out at the 
colonial conference in July last, this 
preference does little to mitigate the 
obstacles which the Canadian tariff) 
ay a whole places in the way 0 
-| British trade with the Dominion. 
He also showed that in spite of the 
nominal British preference, British 
gootls entering Canada pay a higher 
rate on the average than American 
goods. In Australia the story is the 
same, ‘The Australians not’ merely 
levy high duties on goods coming 
from the mother country, but they 
have even passed an Act which 
enables the executive government, 
at the bidding of the labour party, 
to exclude Englishmen taking up 
‘appointments in Australia. On the 
other hand the mother country 
freely admits to her markets all the 
staple produce of the colonies, and 
allows colonials freely to compete 
for all appointments under the 
Crown.” 

It is interesting to note that al- 
though Canada has conceded to us a 
preferential tariff, the imports into 
Canada from the United States in 
1902 were valued at £24,000,000, and 
from Great Britain at £9,800,000; 
while the exports from Canada to the 
States amounted to £14,200,000, and 
to Great Britain to £23,400,000. The 
probable ctiect of dear bread on 
British industries is too large a sub- 
ject for this article. We would only 
draw attention now to another ex- 
tract from the New York “Nation” 
of the 28th of May:—‘If Great 
Britain is to adopt preferential duties 
in favour of her colonies, there is no 
reason why she should not adopt the 
same policy towards favoured nations 
























































which are not united to her by 
political ti Whenever she begins 
to discriminate among nations, she 
will have to discriminate also among 
producers at home. ‘The agricultural 
interests represented by Mr. Chaplin 
will be as much opposed to free im- 
ports from Canada as from the 
United States, and, as Lord Rosebery 
pointed out in his speech at Burnley, 
there could be no such thing as a 
finality in tariffs, because the colonies 
would’ be constantly insisting on 
changes. In short, Mr. Chamberlain’s 
scheme is so beset with difficulties in 
the United Kingdom itself that 
foreigners need give themselves little 
concern about its realisation in 
practice.” 

















THE FREEDOM OF 
THE NATIVE PRESS. 
Sesser ie ey 

Int July. 

Iris understood that warrants have 
been executed for the arrest of certain 
writers connected with a native daily 
paper in Shanghal, who are charged 
with having published intolerable 
criticisms and denunciations of the 
‘Throne, and of members of the Gov- 
ernment of China and other high 
officials, Anxious as all foreigners 
here are to secure freedom of thought 
and speech for native residents in 
the Settlements, we cannot allow 
Shanghai to become an Alsatia, nor 
motect native writers in excesses 
which would bring them within the 
grasp of the law if they were foreign 
journalists writing in foreign countries. 
The action which the Consular Body 
have adopted in the matter after 
careful consideration will commend 
itself universally to the forcign com- 
munity, and we understand that if 
the Taotai did not actually suggest 
it, he is fully in accord with the deci- 
sion arrived at. It has been agreed 
then with him that the men to be 
arrested shall be tried in the Settle- 
ment with a foreign Assessor on the 
bench, and that any punishment that 
may possibly be awarded shall be in- 
flicted in the Settlement; and we 
think it will be acknowledged that by 
this arrangement, if it is carried out, 
the rights and liberties of our native 
fellow-residents are as fully safe- 
guarded as they should be. The fact 
that they live and publish in the 
Foreign Settlement, under the pro- 
tection of the foreign administration, 
cannot withdraw them from subjection 
to the laws of their own country. It 
is for the foreigners to see that these 
laws are fairly executed.

As far as Japan is concerned there 
are two aspects of the occupation of 
Manchuria by Russia, Regarding it 
as an attack, as it is, on the integrity 


and independence of China, it is the| 


concern of all the Powers, though 
most of them have thrown Man- 
churia to the wolves, except England 
and Japan and, somewhat half- 
heartedly, the United States. The 
difficulty in this aspect is that the 
resent Chinese Government is quite 
indifferent as to the success or 
failure of Russia’s plans, _ Russia 
has promised to support the Manchu 
dynasty against any possible enemies, 
at home or abroad, and hence the 
Manchu rulers of the country are 
entirely in Russia’s hands; and it is 
difficult for outsiders to help a Power’ 
which does not want to help herself} 
or be helped. But the aspect that 
is especially important for Japan i 
the menace to herself that is in- 
volved in Russia’s establishment in 
Manchuria, and her practical control 
of the river Yalu which she has 
consolidated by the seizure of the 
Corean side of the mouth of the 
river, Russia in Manchuria means 
before long Russia in Corea, and her 
agents are rapidly preparing the way 
for her absorption of the peninsular 
empire. Russia in Corea is a menace 
to Japan's independence such as no 
free and high-spirited nation can 
possibly be xpected to brook. In 
dealing with the Manchurian ques- 
tion, this aspect of it, most important 
as it is, is sometimes overlooked. 
The protest of the “Seven against 
Russia,” of which we published 
recently a telegraphic summary, and 
of which we publish this morning a 
full translation, shows that it is this 
aspect which, necessarily, mainly 
occupies the minds of thoughtful 
Japanese at the present time. Great 
Britain and the United States are 
merely contending for commercial 
freedom ; Japan is fighting for her 
existence. 


























THE END OF AN ACT, 
—— 
Ist July. 

Tue departure of General Sir 
O’Moore Creagh, V.C., K.C.B,, from 
Tientsin for home, though it is 
nominally only on ninety days’ pri- 
yilege leave, marks the end of an act 
in the drama which began at Peking 
something over three years ago. 
General Creagh gave up a very mitch 
more lucrative post at Aden to take 
the command of the British garrison 
at Shanghai, hoping to get some 
service in the field. ‘The hope was, 
happily for all of us, disappointed, 
and there were some here, it will 
be remembered, who denied light- 





heartedly that Admiral 
Seymour was ever justified in asking 
for a British garrison for Shanghai. 
That we were at one time in great 
danger, however, was known to many 
of the older residents here, and this 
is amply confirmed now by the very 
interesting “Unwritten Page of His- 
tory” which we published two days

Lewis, are executed with the same thorough- 
ness as those relating to Japan. It is 
doubtful, however, whether the author has 
paid sufficient attention to the existence of 
conflicting currents in the Edicts of the 
Chinese Government, or to the radically 
insincere utterances in them on the subjoct 
of reform in all its branches. At the time 
when the book went to press the outcome 
of the protest on the part of Dr. Hayes 
against the intolerance of the Chinese 
authorities in the case of Chinanfu College. 
which set a precedent for all others, seems 
to have been unknown. For on pige 210 
we find the remark that this position of the 
Chinese “was in direct violation of the 
‘Treaty of ‘ientsin, and of repeated Edicts 
and had it been allowed to stand unc-n- 
tested it would have oxcluded every 
Christian from these Co'leges” (as it has 
actually done).

There is a large class of Chinese 
terms put into English, in regard to 
which there is most literally uo law, 
unless it be that of consiste:icy, which it is 
difticult to live up to. Mr. Lewis writes 
the name of the great commentator on the 
Classics, Chii isi, instead of Chu Hsi as 
‘one would expect, yet the second syllable 
of the style of the present reign is written 
simply Hsu, and not Hsii, for no obvious 
reasons. In like manner the term for, 
literary graduates of the first degree (mis- 
printed Hui ‘Isai on p, 167) is given 
without the aspirate, although the latter 
appenss in the name Kang Yi-wei, &e. 
‘These are of course trifles, yet it is much 
tojbe desired that some definite wtandard of 
notation of Chinese names could be agreed 
upon here in China, for in that case it might 
be gradually forced upon the res: of the 
Universe, whereas at present all is more or 
less chaotic, A contributor to one of the 
leading home journuls who vigorously 
objected to the current orthography in ite 
columns when Chinese persons and places 
came to bementioned, was told that if he 
would mention a self-consistent plan which 
would be intelligible to compositors in th, 
New York office, it would be adopted by 
the leading journal named. Upon mature 
reflection the individual did nwt see hia way 
to make any such sugsestion-for obvious 
reasons. Yet there is no inherent difficulty 
in the matter--only one of practice. Mr.

De —May Tdraw your attention 
to one of the many advantages the steam 
pilot boat holds over the old-time sailing 
craft used for that jurpuse. 

Owing to the very heavy sea at the Bell 
Buoy on the morning of the 23rd inst., it 
would have been impossible for the pilots 
to have boarded steamers with any degree 
of safety, and for the same reason it would 
have been unsafe to anchor a yessel any- 
where within sight of the pilot limit 
‘The steam pilot boat therefore proved her- 
self to be more than useful in leading my 
steamer, the P. & O. mail, and auother 
steamer into smooth water, where it was safe 
to supply each vessel with their own pilot. 

Channels constantly changing as they do 
in fast-ranning rivers like the Yangtze, 
make it impossible for deep draft_steamers 
to come inside the Tungsha Lightship 
without local knowledge of a recent date, 
and for three steamers to have followed 
sailing pilot cutter beating in would have 
dee out of the question. ‘Kherefore I think 
it right that all concerned should know the 
opinion of at least one shipmaster on the 
subject.

An Essay on Enlargements. 

‘The following lucid paper ou the art of 
enlargement was read by Mr. R. C. 
Howlett at tho recent mecting of the 
Society :— 

‘The successful making of an enlarge 
ment depends mainly upon four factors :— 
A suitable negative, securing a sharp 
image, giving a correct exposure, using 
a good developer. If these conditions are 
secured there need be no fear of success. 
All the other manipulations are of a 

inor character, and, of course, it is 
aken for granted that accuracy and 
cleanliness are overyday ingredients in 
Il that concerns photograpliy,; no one 
would expect a good enlargement from a 
bad negative. With these premisses it 
may safely be asserted that the difficul- 
ies of enlarging are Comparatively small, 
and so triflmg that there need be no 
hesitation in making the attempt. 

‘The amateur photographer who has not 
hitherto attempted to make enlargements 
from his best negatives has a pleasure 
sot in store. Of all the multifarious sec- 
lions of work offered by photography 
there is none that affords more interest 
of an engrossing and pleasurable kind 
than that of enlarging. Its fascinating 
influence can only be appreciated by those 
who have undertaken. it. Difficulties 
thoro may be, but they are only such as 
attend every effort to obtain that which 
is of value. 

In developing ordinary negatives there 
is always tho drawback that, after the 
trouble spent in attempting « picture, it 
may, not realise expectations and  fro- 
quently disappointment arises from one 
se or another. With an enlargement 
we know beforehand that the subject is 
one that. gives pleasure or we should not 
seck to reproduce it in an enlarged form. 
It was admired in the original size, and 
we want tho legitimate gratification of 
seeing and realising its beauty under 
more imposing and better conditions. 
Answers for the Artist. 

That enlarging a good composition, 
whether it be landscape or figure subject, 
improves its general effect. and adds 
artistic value is a sine qua non. The 
objections in art circles to the adornment 
of roomis by photographs are frequently 
hased on (he following grounds :— 

—As a rule, there is too mel 
ed into a small. spat 
laboured and trivial effect. 

2.—There is a heaviness about’ photo- 
graphs generally, which is not pleasing to 
the eye. 

3.—The glaze on ordinary contact 
prints sins against the canons of art. 

fowever much these opinions may 
effect. the small everyday photograph 
when framed and hung, most. certainly 
they have no relation whatever to en 
largements, for in cach case these sp- 
posed error are corrected. The details 
are no longer crammed together: the 
comparative heaviness is dispelled, sup- 
posing the enlargement. is rightly ‘made, 
and the glaze is altogether absent. Those 
who have observed the vast difference in 
appearance between a well-made lantern 
slide when seen in the hand, and the 
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same picture thrown on the screen, will 
be ready to admit that there is a vast 
improvement under the latter condition. 
The feebleness of the small picture— 
causing the slide to be superficially 
glanced at and passed quickly at one 
side—has undergono a transformation by 
its enlargement; its beauties have been 
revealed, and there is now an interest. in 
dwelling upon its various features, which 
docs not fail with repeated inspection. 
The improved appearance is largely the 
result of opening out the beauty that 
there previously, but had been dwarfed 
into insignificance by being presented on 
too small a scale. In like manner an 
enlargement is usually much more pleas- 
ing than a print from the original noga- 
ive. Its softer outline and milder con- 
trasts, especi little 
distance, lend a eli that 
are rarely obtained from a small print. 


Lighter Labour and Smaller Cost. 
mong the numerous advantages ob- 
tained by adopting a system of making 
enlargements, is that of avoiding the 
burden of a large camera and a great 
weight of glass plates. Even the most 
portable camera over half-plato size, with 
an accompaniment of three or four double 
dark slides loaded with plates is quite 
sufficient to detract considerably from the 
pleasure of a long day’s tranip, not to 
mention the fatigue ‘that. has to be 
endured during x tour of a week oF a 
fortnight when the weight of exposed 
plates has been accumulating day by day. 
But the question extends further than 
that of simply reducing the heavy burden 
of Inggage, it embraces the question of 
lexs expensive lenses, less costly apparatus, 
and runs throughout: the operations tha 
follow with their attendant parapherna- 
lia. With a quarter-plate camera and 
half 2 dozen double dark slides, an entire 
day's journey may be taken without fee 
ing cheumbered, more pictures may be 
secured, and the weariness of the mind 
which frequently sympathises with the 
tired body is avoided. 

Besides the expense involved in the 
purchase of apparatus of large dimen: 
ions, the cost entailed in buying lange 
plates is in itself a considerable If 
the photographer is at all an actiy 
worker, the amount s the cours 
of a year by 
making en! 
pared with the expenditure required for 
10 x 8 or oven whole plates will so 
long way towards providing an enlarging 
outtit. “Then less storage room for neg 
tives is demanded, not to mention that 
there is less risk in handling the smaller 
sizes. 

Should it bo desirable at any time to 
possess a larger negative of a subject, it 
an be made in exactly the same way as 
the enlarged print. 7 

The photographer who has undertaken 
half a day’s journey under the load of a 
whole plate or a 10 by 8 camera and 
slides to match is in_no fit condition to 
study the features of a subject, or to 
take much trouble about the best position 
for erecting his camera. He is jaded, 

nd the result is he wastes large plates 
and is disappointed with what is obtained. 
Instead of placi..g his whole soul into 
his work, his energies are directed to 
hurrying through, that he may be released 
from his burden. “This condition is avoided 
by using a small camera and making en- 
largements of such pictures as prove 
themselves worthy of it. 

Beginning with a suitable negative is 
half-way towards sccuring a good enlarge- 




































































































ment, and enlargements, whether on 
paper or plate, call for a special class of 
negative. Unless this is secured there 


cannot be perfection. There is an amount 
of latitude when contending against. im- 
perfect original: that can be controlled 








by exposure and development, but that 








is somewhat limited, and it ix bet‘er to 
develop the negatives so as to gain the 
requisite qualities or to use only such 
negatives as possess them. 
The Requirement: 
Good negatives suitable for enlarging 
should possess the following qualities: 
—A sharp imag; 





0 all over. 
—Plenty of detail in the shadows. 

-A uniform colour. 

_ 4—Freedom from scratches and othor 
impericctions. 

5.—Not denso in any part. 

‘The first and last, relating to a sharp 

image and the density are the most im- 
portant; tho others, if weak, may bo 
managed more or less successfully by 
special treatment. The necessity for o 
sharp image is patent, because no anwunt, 
of sharpening by tho enlarging camera 
will overcome an initial failing in tho 
original. If the negative is bad in this 
Tespeot, the enlargement is almost sure 
te be worse. 

The question of density is next in 
importance. Unless the light can 
penetrate the film of the negative, aud 
affect the sensitive surface of the paper 
or plate, there will be no image. A pro- 
longed exposure, using a strong illu 
minant, might penetrate a dense negative, 
but it would be at the expense of the 
shadows; the detail in them would bo 
destroyed. A very thin negative would 
be better to deal with, beeause tho ex- 
postire could be made short, in con- 
junction with a weak light. The negative 
hist have an even tone and all extremes 
be avoided. 

The development of negatives intended 
for enlargement should be undertaken 
with the idea of securing all the detail 
and half-tones with less’ density than 
usual. 

If the subject is wanting in contrast, 
a normal developer may accomplish tho 
end, but if the scene contains strong 
contrasts the development must bo 
modified, or the enlargement will be of 
a soot and chalky character. Therefore, 
reduce the proportions of the developing 
agent and the restrainer. and. use the 
full quantity of accelerator. This should 
bring out the details with uniformity of 
tone, and repress all tendency to block 
up the high lights. Examine the plate 
occasionally against. the ruby light and 
as soon as sufficient density is obtained 
stop the development at once. A uniform 
tone (though slightly brown) in the 
negative is almost a guarantee that it will 
produce an ovenly-graded enlargement. 
‘The clear black and white negative may 
look pretty, but is deceptive. 

When the negative is put in the camera 
ready for the enlarging process, it should 
be placed upside down with tho glass sido 
towards the light. This will throw the 
image into its proper position upon the 
paper on which the enlargement is to be 
produced. Perhaps the easiest way is just 
to remember “film to film” that is to 
say the film of the negative is to face 
the film of the Bromid= paper. 

An Option 

‘To decide which of the two method: 
cularging by daylight or artificia’ light 
is the better to adopt depends entirely 
upon the surroundings of the individual. 
To the question which light has achieved 
the best results? The only answer is that 
cach method is equally capable of pro- 
ducing excellent work. 

The arrangements for utilising daylight 
are less costly than those involved in the 
we of artificial light. There is no 
necessity to purchase a special enlarging 
lantern; the provision of oil, gas, Hine 

ght or other form of illumination is not 
called for. nature providing the light, 
gratis: in addition to these advantages 
there is a decided vain in time, because 
daylight requires vastly less time to do 
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its work compared with a powerful oil 
Jamp, and a strong light is best suited 
yo some negatives. In favour of artificial 
light, we aust remember that daylight 
changes very rapidly expecially on a day 
‘shen the sky is full of detached masses 
of cloud—-then the light must be very 
Carefully watehed or trouble will follow. 
yt is no use exposing a trial slip 
oi bromide paper when the sun is shining 
fnd then after you have made your 
picture based on this, find that clouds 
Yad obscured the sun at the critical time 
‘of exposure. Then there is the objection 
that in the evenings nothing can be done ; 
the work, however interesting or profit- 
fable. is completely stopped. 

Ay feial Hight is-used, it will, be 
necessary to procure an enlarging lantern 
and fix upon somo sort of illuminant, oil 
for acetylene and the extra apparatus 
Fequired will be found to run into quite 
‘a considerable amount of moncs.

On enlarzing by artificial light I can 
© nothing as I have never tried it but 
the method of procedure would be 
similar except that your source of light 
would be always of a uniform strength. 
This is a great advantage because you can 
keep all particulars of exposuro and use 
them for future occasions. 









Bromide Paper 


is easy to obtain, not particularly expen- 

e (unless you spoil several sheets) and 
| with ordinary care very excellent results 

may be secured by it. The paper must 
be kept in a dry place or it will deterior- 
ate. There are many different brands on 
the market and the essential differences 
between them are little more than degrees 
of sensitiveness and texture of surface. 
Each maker usurlly has a smooth and a 
\ rough, a slow anda rapid. Tho slow ix 

Perhaps better for use with a verg strong 
light as it gives you more latitude in 
exposure. It is ¥ery important when 
using different brands of paper to caro- 
fully read each maker's directions as two 
| sorts of rapid may vary very considerably 

in their rapidity. . 

The sensitive side of the paper always 
turns inwards. It may be discerned by 
the tendency of the emulsion to contract 
on exposure to a dry atmosphere, by 
curling the paper up at the edges. If 
there is any doubt on the matter, the 
question is easily solved by moistening the 
finger tip and applying it to the corner 
of the sheet; the gelatine surface will 
become sticky. 

When to use smooth paper and when 
rongh depends on the negative to be en- 
larged and the artistic instincts of the 
worker. Any subject containing a mass 
of detail and straight lines, should cer- 
tainly he reproduced on smooth pape 
otherwise the straightness of the ine will 
be destroyed and the distinctness of tho 
be veiled. On the other hand, 
scenery, rustic cottages, wood- 
land scenery anid open landscapes lend 
themselves to rough paper and are bene- 
fited by being presented on a rough sur- 
face because it harmonises with their 
respective features. 






































A Correct Exposure 


is of fundamental importance. The ex- 
tent to which under and overexposure are 
controllable in the development is limited, 
and. when that limit is pased evil effects 
will be seen in one form or another. Ex- 
posure to a strong light produces 
different effect to that caused by a weak 
light, althongh the exposure to the latter 
he prolonged until of comparatively equal 
value with the former, so that strength 
and softness of tone are to some extent 
influenced by the intensity of the light 
employed. This appli ticularly to 
daylight, for with artificial light you have 
of uniform strength and can modify 

it to suit your negative. The penetrating 
| power of a weak light is so restricted by 4 
| Strong negative that an exposure, bow- 
ever prolonged, is unable to produce the 
igorous effect to be obtained by a more 
tense illuminant. If the strong light 
applied through a thin negative, the 
gradation of tones is imperfectly render- 






























ed, and a flat image is produced; or, if 





the negative is weak in the shadows, the 
| detail in them becomes obliterated. 
Usually a thin negative should be exposed 
to a weak light and denser negatives to 
| 2 strong light. 














The length of exposure between one 

of image and another—employing 
the same negative and illuminant—is 
lengthened or diminished as the surface 
of the paper is increased or decreased. 
When the light rays are distributed over 
a greater surface, they have more wos’ 
to do and consequently require longer 
time to do it in. 


Improving’ on Nature. 

Where some portions of the image are 
very thin, as the shadows beneath trees 
or the detail in the shade of houses, and 
an ordinary exposure over the entire scene 
would overwhelm these parts, a piece of 
card or a newspaper may be used as a 
shield to protect these parts during part 
of the exposure. The shield must be 
kept moving so as to avoid any obtrusive 
markings. Skies canbe blocked out and 
fresh ones printed in by this method. 

picture with a large expanse of sky 
should have clouds printed in as a clear 
blank space is both inartistic and unreal. 
Their absence may pass unnoticed in a 
small-sized print, such as a quarter-plate, 
but the error becomes prominent in an 
enlargement, imparting a crude and bare 
aspect to the whole. The insertion of 
clouds or an indication of atmosphere, in 
the majority of Jandseapes and seascapes 
in not a difficult. operation, and always 
enhances the value of an enlargement, 
especially if the subject is to be classified 
as possessing pictorial qualities, 

In the generality of cases it will bo 
found necessary to print the view from 
‘one negative and the clouds from another. 
First. make an exposure from the view 
negative, but before removing the nega- 
tive make a strong peneil mark on the 
edges of the bromide paper to show where 
the sky begins. ‘These marks are to act 
as a guide when using the shield in con- 
nection with the second exposure. Now 
change the negative and make the second 
exposure for the clouds taking care to 
shield with the cardboard the portion that 
has already been printed and keeping the 
cardboard moving. The side peneil marks 
will show the part to be shielded. 

Before dovelopment, the shect of 
bromide paper that: has received the ex- 
posure should be immersed in clean water 
For one minute, Unless this is done, the 
developer may produce fog, degrading, the 
whites of the print. By saturating the 
emulsion with water the development is 
Marted gradually and uniformly over the 
entire surface. 


Developers . 
With regard to developers, their namo 
is legion and they are all good but each 
‘one varies somewhat in its action. They 
fre all right when you know them but 
you have to know them first. It is best, 
therefore, to stick to one developer and 
get thoroughly accustomed to it. I use 
Amidol and have always found it No. 1, 
The paper I have used is Wellington and 
Ward's Platine Matt Bromide and accord- 
ingly I used their formula, which is:— 
“ 50 rains. 
Potiss Bromidevsevvsseeee 10 ys 
Water 22) 20 ounees. 

‘The Amidol should be kept dry and 
only added to the other ingredients when 
you are going to use the developer, be- 
‘cause when mixed up it will only keep 
for a day or tio. As soon as development 
ig complete the print is taken straight 
from the Amidol and placed in the fixing 
hath without any intermediate washing. 
Last Stages, 

‘The Fixing Bath should be about 4 
ozs. of Hyposulphite of Soda to 20 ozs. 
of water. The permanency of the imago 
depends upon the fixation being thorough- 
ly performed, and it is preferable to err 
on the side of slightly overdoing the work, 
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than to consider it of little moment, 
because evil effects are not seen imme- 
diately. y 

After the fixing the print 
washed. Unless the “washing is done 
thoroughly, time will tell tales, and 
undermine all the beauty that the picture 
may possess. The high lights will become 
discoloured, irregular patehes will put in 
an appearance, and even the shadows will 
show signs of decay. A little extra 
trouble taken with this final part of the 
operation will pay well in the end. 

In drying the prints care must be taken 
that they are not placed where there is 
likely to bo any aust. I pin mine to the 
mantel board in an unused room and 
shut them up until they are dry.

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Right here wo may notice a strango 
feature of Chinese official life ; many_of 
those who are inmost friendly to fore! 
influences are the most corrupt ; many who 
are conservative and anti-foreign are the 
most honest. ‘The old-timer” prides 
himself on his ethics ; the friend of for- 
ciguers has eaught the eraze for wealth, and 
has learned the ways of the spendthrife 
and debaucheo. ‘The best way to win the 
conservative man oftentimes is, not by 
inagnifying everything foreign,” but by 
reverting to moral principles. For example, 
a former Governor of the Province of 

tung, Li Ping-héng, was noted 

 extreniely hostile to everything foreign, | 
Dut he was spoken of as the most honest | 
official in China. A few years ayo T sent 
him a document on reform, in which the 
moral clement was made supreme. The 
Governor wrote me a personal letter 
expressing his hearty approval, the only 
letter, I think, he ever addressed to a 
foreigner. 

In examining the questions of reorm 
in China and their net result-, we may 
fail to realiso the vast complexity that is 
found. Of be honest accordinig 
to the Chinese system, though dishonest 
according to our own system of adminis 
tion, If censure is to be passed, it should 
be passad on the in, more than 
the individual.

If we had opp-sed 
Germany, as we could have done with 
righteousness and effectual power, wher 
she dared t seize Kiaochou Bay, with 
her insufficient naval force, which neither 
had any reserve of army, or any naval 
station in Chinese waters for support, she 
weuld have been surely forced to retreat ; 
and if German not take Kiaochon, 
certsinly Russia coud have hud uo pretext 
to request the lease of Vort Arthur and 
Talienway 

When the Boxer trouble was ovr, if the 
Powers had agreed to stipulate clearly x 
rute for evacuttion to include Manchuria, 
Russia would have had no pretext to prolong 
her occupation. 

Tt was our sleep regret to seo these th 
the results of failure to turn opportusitics 
to account. 
here will be grave danger to the 
existence of the State, if our G vernment 
overlook the non-fulfilment of its treaty by 
Russia and submit to temporise with a 
sluggish poliey when Russia i not disposed to 
evacuate Manchuria, though the stipulated 
i loing so is past.

yea at their roots. After a while, as the 
men on the island seemed to take no 
notice of us, we lowered a hoat—they had 
all been swig ont—and tried to get on 
to the reef. 
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ON THE REE, 

However, the boat could not make the 
reef for the surf, and we had to jump in 
and swim for it. My rifle went to the 
bottom and was hooked up afterwards by 
an enterprising lascar. The reef made 
very bad walk t we trudged along, 
stumbling into pools and swimming the 
channels. Tho chief officer described the 
reef as a “blooming museum.” The coral 
grew like ferns and ‘like toadstools in 
radiant colours, but main! deli 
rose. Great conger cels wriggled thro 
the channels and numberless fish swarmed 
in the pool—fish that. were sky blue and 
others that were emerald green. and 
others still in scarlet and gold. Ou the 
island we were greeted shyly by the 
























natives—little men who wore only petti- 
coats with small knives stuck in their 
girdles and a bag of betel strung round 
their necks. Mr. Siedle, who in his youth | 
had salvaged a steamer in the islands, 
attempted conversation, which was cked 
out by signs and diagrams on the sand. 
But we could hardly distract the islanders | 
from our clothes, which they evidently | 
very niuch desired to possess. We found | 
that they were merely visitors to_ the 
island and were about to depart with a 
boatload of cocoanuts. They promised to 
send us boats from the larger island 
lich we could sce in the distance. Left 
alone, we explored our island. It was 
only two or three acres in extent, with 
one or two holes of brackish water. It 
had a brave show of palm trees, the 
cocounuts from which gave us a very 
refreshing drink, and it had a thick 
vrowth of flowering shrubs of several 
kinds, with large Aeshy leaves and 
blossoms. One or two jungle fowl seutéled 
about under the trees, and there were 
numberless ants everywhere, The chief 
officer showed me ae ing well up 
in the branches of a bush, and I accused | 
him of putting it there till T saw another 
at the same ga The 
risen and we were prisoners—with a shark 
for sentry. In the afternoon a fleet of 
sailing boats swarmed down on the ship. 
« them clustering round, and t 
ming on beard. Then, in 
a ship's boat crossed the reef 
and took us off. It was guided by a 
Maldivian, a queer little man in a sort of 
uniform with a peaked hat. We rowed 
straight at the breakers and took the reef 
as a hore takes a hurdle. When we 
reached the steamer we found that the 
landers had left for the night. ‘The ship 
was vere uneasy. She bumped and slid 
about most uncomfortably. Two kedge 
anchors had been put out aft to keep her 
in position; but in the night one of the 
steel hawsers snapped and the vessel 
swung round a little. There was a hint 
of terrible tragedy in the sleeping forms 
under the iron grating. If the steamer 
should swing round, her bows might slide 
off, and she might go down by the head.

thing. A little percolated even into 
the bisenit lockers. Our portmanteaus lay 
in three or four inches of water, anh 
were gradually al into pulp. “1 had 
a new Cawnpore kithaz, which L had 
mointed with momragan, and it stood 
out best, but ever i ont of all shape: 
nnd the clothes inside grow damp. By 


morning we were scudding under a stiff 
wind with two reefs in’ the sail. Two 
reefs proved to be insufficient, and, as 

maker’ needles had been forzotton, 
we tied the sail round balls of tow and 
attached the reef strings to. the buttons 
so formed. We wore shivering with the 
wet, and Twas calling mysolf a Quixotie 
ass for coming at all. ‘The Chiol Offecr 
looked a trifle gloomy, thonzh he had been 
singing all night to keep our spirits up. 
The wind had changed its direction, aud 
was now from the north-west. The hoat 
had no keel te speak of, and we could 
not ma course enouzh to the north 
ward. But to my mind we seemed to be 
mal great progress. 

All day clouds gathered to windward. 
They were not ordinary clouds. They 
stretched upwards in a slanting direction 
to an enormous height. and they looked 
as if they must lose their balance and 
topple over. They came down on us 
majestically, “terrible as an army with 
banners,” and at nightfall ther were on 
us. We lowered the sail at the gust and 
threw out a sea-anchor. The sea-anchor, 
for the benefit of landsmen, is a canvas 
bag, with a framed mouth and narrowing 
to a small aperture at the foot. at the 
end of a long rope—it was a great help 

With ‘the onset 
of the clouds the night became utterly 
dark, and the only light was tha 
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phosphorescence which lighted up the 
surface of the sea. We lay on the thwarts 
and hung on under the scudding rain. I 
hhave seen two bursts of the monsoon, 
and they seemed similar to this. ‘The 
tempest lasted several hours, and, I think, 
we were all surprised that the boat lived 
through it. In the next two days we 
had several gales of the same sort; but we 
were beginning to gain confidence in the 
boat. I am a landsman and no judge 
of weather; but the officers both said 
that the seas were very heary. ‘The real 








danger came when they broke, and we | 


were constantly baling. But we hung an 
oil bag over the side and found the effect 
aras wonderful. Waves, which we thought 
certain to break over us, subsided as if 
by imagic and passed harmlessly under- 
neath. One great breaker flooded us and 
Kept us baling for hours ; but for the rest 
we only shipped a few bucketsful at a 
time, There can be no more awe-inspiring 
ight in the world than a breaking wave 
as scen from an open boat at night. It 
towers abore you, roaring and_hissin; 
and you marrél as the boat climbs over 
it without hurt. 
THE LASCARS USELESS, 

Wo had this- sort of weather for three 
and ahalf days, The lascars proved almost 
useless. The serang sulked, and the 
Khalasi was in a state of collapse. We 
had to conx them to bale and to 
stand by the halyards. One night, when 
I asked the khalasi to bale, he called 
me “sor.” There are occasions when 
Jamb-like behaviour is obvious wisdom, and 
T considered this to be one of them ; but I 
hal never before thought that a mere word 
could convey so much. A map who has 
beon called’ pig by a native and hae re- 
taliated in no way has a fair claim to c»n- 
sider himself well-controlled. After three 
days we got asightof the sun. We had 
been speculating as to what we had done. 
thought we mut be at. least half-way. 
‘The two officers, after a long handling of 
their sextants ‘and consultation of very 
pulpy books of tables, told us we had done 
sixty miles of our course It was a great 
disappointment. Still we had come safely 
through terrible weather, and we were able 
to dry our clothes in the sun and to explore 
our food supply. Up till then we kad 
subsisted on ship's biscuits and two or three 
tiny tins of a liquid extract of beef. We 
found now that we had several largo tins of 
“bully” beef and mutton, and a few tins 
of condensed milk, with tivo tins of salmou 
and one of sardines. Water gave us no 
anxioty: we had four breaX and 
biscuits we had in abundance. had 
also several bottles of brandy and whisky. 
and a bottle of lime j Let me advise 
those who are thinking of yaing 
along journey by open boat *0 
tuke their provisions in small tins. When 
a large tin has been opened three days 




































in the Tropics, it becomes distinctly 
“gamey,” whereas a small tin you finish 
at once. The lascars would neither eat 





beef nor nmtton; but thes helped them- 
selves to the condensed mifk, and we gave 
thom their share of the fish. They re- 
mained, however, firmly under the con- 
vietion that we were keeping all the good 
things to ourselves, and protested that 
they could not and’ would not eat ship's 
Discuit, The khalasi developed dysentery, 
the origin of which I set down to certain 
nerrons manifestations during the squalls. 
‘Mr. Simkins, who had brought a little 
medicine chest, dosed him during the 
voyage, and he lis now im ‘hospital in 
Colombo. The sun and the mid-day calms 
now became our chief trials, though there 
were occasional squalls. With oars and 
tarpaulin we rigged up an awning over 
the broad plank on which we slept. We 
slept two at a time in watches. My 
watch was with the third officer, who 














had a way of elbowing me over the edge 
of the plank, so that I lay in continual 





| dread of tumbling into the bottom of the 
boat. When it was our watch below the 
weather might behave as it liked. It was 
none of our business. We could sleep 
| through it. By the end of the voyage 
our systems had become quite cast-iron. 
| Five minutes’ delay in turning out made 
the other wateh curse. For tio days the 
j chief officer was down with ferer, the 
} effect, of the sun, but our doctor brought 
jhim round in the most skilful manner. 
| His medicine chest proved a treasure, as 
we were able to anoint our sun blisters 
and salt-water sores with zine ointment 
Thad a little Globe Shakespeare which 
I read aloud—our only entertainment 
and when the man at the tiller had to 
be kept awake, his watchmate was bound 
to tell yarns—none of which I see m 
Way to Set down here. This I may say, 
that both sailors and Assam tea-planters 
Possess a large collection.

_In the afternoon of the ninth day 
sighted Ceylon, after vainly ‘endeavouring 
to attract the attention of several passing 











cl but she was going in the o] st 
direction. ‘There was 2 great waving ‘of 
handkerchiefs between us. After a hard 
row we got into Colombo harbour at 
ightfall, and made for H.MS. Pique, a 
second-class eruiser from China homeward 
bound, which we mistook for the flag- 
ship. The kindness of the officers is be. 
yend my power to describe. They dressed 
us in their clothes and they gave us their 
beds, We washed and changed for the 
first. time for nine days—the luxury of 
it!—and we sat down to a glorious dinner. 
As I must have continally shown in this 
article Tam an unmitigated landsman; 
but T have learnt enonzh to know that 
the navigation of the boat by the first 
and third officers was a magnificent piece 
of work. Tt is true our.course was like 
a dog's leg, to use the chief officer's 
phrase. We were beaten east by a north- 
west wind until we had to sail due north, 
when the wind shifted to the west, for 
fear that we might be carried south and east 
of Ceslon. But the officers knew where 
we were all the time, and the first land 
wo saw was Colombo. When the weather 
Was at its worst they were most cheerfui, 
and they had endless expedients for 
making things a: snug and safe as possible. 
There was a creat dread always weighing 
upon us—howerer we might try to forget 
it—over fire hundred lives might depend 
fon us. We could not but think of the 
little island only a foot or two above 
the sea, and of the anxiety and perhaps 
suffering of those who were on it. The 
Pique and the British India steamer Amra 
have now set off to the rescue, and I 
trust by the time this article is in print 
the whole company will be safe on shi 
board. For the rest the yorage we made 
was not so unpleasant as it might ap 
in spite of the wet and the sun and 
angles of the seats. We were all very 
cheerful. and we kept our tempers. We

This was the 
first oceasion upon which he had been 
charged with striking the men under him. 
Last Friday McI-ughlin came on board at 
2 a.m. and wanted to sleep the whole 
morning. Witness went to turn him to 
and was insulted by him, so he slapped 
him on the back of the head. He slapped 
Valentine for the same reavon. Witne: 
did not know anything about these men's 
characters. 

Robert White, master, sworn, stated 
that he knew he was responsible and had 
to see that the boatswain did not knock 
about the crew. ‘The first he heard about 
this trouble was on Friday morning. Tt 
was reported to him that these men were 
both under the influence of drink, and 
that when the boatswain was turning them 
to he had struck one of them. He had no 
reison to compiain of their characters be- 
fore, but sincv Friday morning they 
run riot, and had been on shore without 
leave.

accordance with the commercial customs. 
and if there are no commercial customs 
‘applicable then the civil code must be 
referred to. In the commercial code there 
is no stipulation regarding bargain money. 

so we must refer to the civil code or

puted points of both parties in this case. 
Supposing no commercial customs can be 
appealed to in Shanghai regarding bar- 
gain money, we must apply the civil code. 
‘The stipulation of Article 357 of the ci 
code simply refers to a case in which 
nothing has been done to carry out tho 
‘ontract. Therefore as to the Ist and 
2nd contracts in this ease which have 
been recognised by the defendant, the 
defendant has already carried: out part of 
the contracts and so the defendant can- 
not dissolve such contracts by abandon- 
ing the bargain money beeatise the re- 
maining goods re by paying con- 
tracted price are portion of the goods 
covered by the contracts and cannot bo 
separated from the goods already de- 
livered, and the fact that the defendant 
received a part of the goods contracted 
for by paying the price thercon means 
that the defendant has already carried 
out part of the azrsement, and therefore 
the goods remaining cannot be said to 
bolong to a different contract from the 
goods already delivered to the defendant. 
‘Tins there is no reason to dissolve tho 
contract a: existing, or separate from the 
whole contract. So even applying the 
civil code, such being an existing com- 
mercial custom in Shanghai regarding 
bargain money, the defendant's reason is 
not tenable. 

As to commercial customs in Shanghai 
what the plaintiffs and defendant have 
stated respectively disagi therefore 
this Consular Court acting judicially has 
investigated the commercial customs in 
Shanghai on the point. 

The General Chamber of Commerce of 
Shanghai has answered to the questions, 
laid before them by this Consular Court 
as follows :— 

1.—Bargain money is paid according to 

Chinese law or custom, to complete a 
contract and therefore the proof of a 
contract having been entered into lies 
in the proof that bargain money has been 
paid. 
—In the event of tho non-fulfilment 
of a contract thus made the bargain 
meney is thereby forfeited, but may bo 
applied in part liquidation’ of damages 
awarded as compensation for breach of 
contract. 

3.—Tho forfeiture of bargain money 
does not dissolve the contract. 

—A contract can only be cancelled 
by mutual agreement, or by the payment 
of such compensation’ as may be awarded 
in an action at law. 

The commercial customs in Shanghai 
where the commercial transactions in- 
volved in this ease took place are as above 
stated and there is no commercial custom 
in Shanghai to the effec

Detective Eadie stated that he had 
heen sent to the French Concession 
and seized three ricshas belonging to one 
of the prisoners. They appeared to have 
Twen in use Jately but were not in such 
condition as would enable them, he 
+ to pass inspection. 

is concluded the evidence. 

Mr. Bilis addressed the Court and re- 
viewed at length the evidence brought 
against the ex-sergeant. The statements 
of Dong Songsio must be accepted, he 
aged, with great caution and the only 
support for it came from a coolie who 
had said Dong’s evidence was perfectly 
tri ergeant McGregor had cxpres 
the opinion that the prisoner should have 
brought in more bad rieshas but he was 
not on duty with the prisoner and could 
therefore give nothing more than an 
opinion. As to the marks on the ricshas, 
there was no positive proof that they were 
guilty marks and as to the condition of 
tho Tieshas, that again was matter of 
opinion. Mr. emphasised the 
prisoner's long record of service in the 
Police Court and compared this with 
Tong's two years. He also adverted to 
the statemonts of several witnesses 
identifying Dong with a_man formerly 
in the force and dismissed; that in any 
case his evidence should be received with 
dictrust. The prosecution had not. he 
maintained, made ont their ease and 
prisoner was entitled to an acquittal. 

Mr. Lammne, for the riesha owners, also 
dieredited Dong’s evidence, and pointed 
out that although the ex-sergeant had 
cloven other men under him, it was not 
suggested that he approached ‘any of them 
to pass bad rieshas. No evidence had 
been shown of an agreement between the 
prisoners to conspi 

Mr. Jones, summing up for the prose- 
cution, made a point of the habitude 
of Chinese to indulge in small conspiracies. 
such as that which formed the subject 
of the charge. He maintained that there 
was circumstantial evidence of this 
conspiracy and laid stress on the fact that 
the proportion of rieshas brought to the 
police station under the ex-sergeant was 
ridiculonsly small. Licences were issued 
quite cleat and the suggestion that the 
marks were to idontify licences taken 
from bad ricshas was absurd. Tt had 
been shown that the marks were on the 
Ticence plates, that. the licence plates be 
Jonged to the prisoners, that fex af their 

jeshas were arrested. that they were 
x in the ex-sergeant's district, 
and that Dong had been intruoted not to 
arrest bad rieshas with marks on. There 
fore he considered that he had sufficiently 
proved a conspiracy.

Perhaps it is 
not. It is certain that the members of 
the commission from the United States 
aro not known as bimetallists. ‘They are 
H. H. Hanna of Indianapolis, Charles A. 
Conant of New York, and Professor A 
W. Jonks of Cornell university. Not one 
f theso men is supposed to bea bim 
list or a believer in the notion that a certain 
number of ounces of silver can be mado 
equal in value to an ounce of gold by the 
Jaw of any nation or by any agreement 
antong governments. To reach the des 
ed end it is not necessary for European 
and other countries to cooperate upon 
any plan, All that is necessary is for the 
silver standard countries to’ adopt the 
gold standard, That will stop the fluctua- 
tion without any co-operation on the part 
of other countries. They are the principal 
sufferers and the remedy lies wholly in 
their own hands, Each of these coui 
tries can act for itself without. any co- 
operation. If any one of them wishes to 
escape the evils resulting from being o: 
of harmony with the great commerci: 
world in tho matter of the monetary 
standard it has only to put itself in tune 
and the thing is done. European cot 
tries which exercise paramount authori 
over silver countries, as England docs in 
India, can take the necessary action, but 
it is for thom, as for the’ independent 
silver countries, to act each for itself. 
The thing for the Commission to do, 
therefore, if it docs anything is to labour 
with those who exorcise the paramount

LONDON TO SHANGHAT 
VIA SIBERIA, 
To the Editor of the 
“Nonts-Cmxa Dax News. 

Sin,—I shall be glad if you will publish 
this letter as [have no doubt many of your 
readers will be interested to hear something 
of this journey from one who has just made 
it. It is now possible to travel from London 
to Shanghai and vice versi in 19 days 
provided one hes the good fortune to catch 
the proper trains. From Shanghai this is 
simple enough as the fast steamers Mai 
churia and Mongolia, which leave Shanghai 
‘once aweek, run in connection with the 
express from Dalny to Moscow; the 
“Extréme Orient Express” as it is called. 
In making the outward journey from Lon- 
don it is necessary to catch at Moscow the 
express that comiects at Dalny with these 
steamers. 

The “Extréme Orient Express” leaves 
Moscow twice a week, on Wednesdys and 
Saturdays, at 34.49 pan, and it is the 
Weinesday express which connects with 
the boat at Dalny and is therefore the one 
that passengers to Shanghai ought to take. 

Intending ngers should therefore 
leave London in time to arrive in Moscow 
on Wednesday. At the principal hotel 
there English is spoken and one can get all 
the information necessary about the trains. 
At Moscow one takes a ticket to Mand- 
chourie and there one takes a ticket to 
Daluy. It is impossible to get any reliable 
information about these traius in London. 
‘My own experience was an unfortunate one. 
*Cook’s,” to whom I applied tirst, were 
unable to tell me anything definite and 
referred me to the International Sleeping 
Car Co., in whose hands I unreservedly 
placed myself, with the result that I was 
dispatched Vienna to Moscow, an ex- 
pensive and circuitous route, caugiit a train 
there which did not go further than Irkutsk, 
where I spent two uninteresting days, and 
arrived in Dalny to find that the express 
boat leaves Dalay on Wednesdays and not 
Sundays as indicated in the Sleeping Car 
Co.s very latest timetable given me at 
Moscow. The mistake I made was in 
nagining that the Sleeping Car Co.'s 
traina were the only ones fit to travel by. 

“There are others” equally good. It is 
































unnecessary to describe the trains between 
London and Moscow ss they are similar to 
those that are found all over Europe. 


‘At present four express trains leave 
Moscow weekly for Irkutsk, but only two of 
these connect with the semi-weellly express 
train de luxe between Missovaia and Dalny, 
and only the Wednesday one with the 
express steamers between Dalny and Shang- 
hai and Nagasal 
‘They consist of Ist and 2nd-class sleeping 
cars and a restaurant car, and are most 
comfortable. 

The Ist-class cars are divided into 
two berth compartments, those on the 
Sleeping Cat Co.’s express being very 
luxurious, though the Russian eats will 
be found to be very satisfactory 
The second-class cars are divided inte 
four-berth compartments and are also very 
comfortable and are those which are most 
generally patronised. 

‘The restaurant cars, which are on every 
train, ate very well fitted up and the food 
provided is good and very moderate in 
price. There is a bath on all trains be- 
tween Moscow and Irkutsk and on every 
Russian train there is. a piano on the 
dining car. The lavatories are very com- 
modious and clean and there are two on 
cach ear on the Sleeping Car Co,’s Ist-class 
cars ; there is in addition a small lavatory 
between each two compartments. Each 
ain carries its own electrie plant and the 
lighting is extremely goo 

‘The train arrives at Baikal 7} days after 
leaving Moscow and here passengers step 
off the train on to the large and powerful 
ferry-boat_ which takes them across the 
eto Missovaia, where the Dalny ex- 
press awaits them.” ‘The passage oocupies 
four hours and all the arrangements for 
transit are as satisfactory as obtain at 
Dover and Calais.

Tn regard to baggage, 40 Ibs. is allowed 
free in the baggage ear, whero it travels in 
perfect ‘sifety and the charge for exces 
{Snot unreasonable. In addition to this 
one is permitted to take a very considerable 
imount of personal effects in handbe 
Gladstones) with one in the sleeping 
compartment. At Lake Baikal there is 
ho Annoyance exporienced in the transfer 
of one's. baggage fram train, to steamer 
and. from steamer to train, it being 
only necessary for passengers to 
supervise the transfer of the baggage 
they have actually with them in their 
sleeping compartment. ‘The journey is a 
very pleasant one and the scenery is never 
without interest and is in many places very 
Veautiful. From start to finish the trip 
presents no difficulties of consequence and 
fone that might with perfect confidence 
ho undertaken by ladies either aloue or 
with children, as except a* Baikal there is 
no need to leave the train for anything, 
‘Frosh milk and eggs ean be purchased 
at almost every station and English books, 
Tauchnitz edition, are to be found at 
most of the large buffets between Moscow 
and Baikal.

UNIFORM CURRENCY.

1.—While the various countries of the 
world possess a gold standard, China at 
the present day is still without it and 
yet continues the use of silver money. 
Tt is not because other countries have no 
silver money, but since gold began to 
have a steady value rezulations were made 
for a fixed ratio botween gold and silver. 
China not only has no gold currency but 
her silver money, even, has no uniform 
weight or appearance, nur has she a fixed 
ratio of exchange between the two 
metals, so that, whenever there is need 
for gold it must be obtained at market 
rates. For this reason people in China 
Inbour under the difficulty of fluctuating 
rates of exchange at various hours of the 
day. Moreover the silver dollars in use 
are limited in number, the balance of the 
curreney being largely made up of silver 
ingots and lumps. These lumps and 
ingots of silver are merely so much silver 
jn the mass, and in the barter for goods 
are much inferior to the silver dollar. 
During the past twenty to thirty years 
the ontput. of silver ‘mines has “been 
exceedingly great. and much more than 
is needed for use by the various countries 
of the world, and it is increasing from 
year to year so that silver has We 
Cheaper and cheaper and the purchase 
rice as compared with gold, gradually 
Tess and les. Hence it would be much 
wiser for China to maintain a gold 
standard instead of a silver one as at 
present, since silver has dropped down to 
Such « degree and moreover possesses 110 
certain oF uniform exchange, even within 
the limits of a single day. The hundreds 
of trades are all disastrously affected by 
the present state of the currency while 
the Government having to pay its foreign 
dobts in gold, both, country and people 
are being phinged into the depths of 
financial distress. The conditions _pic- 
tured in the foregoing therefore. compel 
one to seek some plan whereby they may 
be ameliorated, and so make it that 
China, while still using a silver currency, 
shall So fix a uniform exchange between 
silver and gold that there may be no 
danger of uncertain fluctuations. With 
this object. in view I now proceed with 
my suggestions. 

2.—If the Chinose Government possess- 
ed a large quantity of gold this metal 
might be struck into gold coins and then 
a fixed exchange could be decided in their 
rolation to silver money. This naturally 
would be an casy matter to put into 
force. But when we have no gold and 
only uso a silver and copper currency, it 
becomes incumbent upon us to decide 
upon some method to bring about a fixed 
ratio of exchange botween gold and silver. 
If it could be possible to do this by 
making only slight changes in the old 
methods of exchange, so much the better, 
as it would obviate the necessity of 
making the people suffer on both 
accounts. When there is no gold and yet 
it is determined to maintain a fixed ratio 
of exchange between gold and silver, it 
is necessary to create a silver currency 
of a uniform weight and fineness, and in 
quantities sufficient to meet the needs of 
the whole empire. To do this a Mint to 
strike these coins is of paramount im- 
portance and indispensable. The Cen- 
tral Government must establish a special 
























































Mint of its own which shall strike all the 
coins ueeded according to fixed regula- 
tions and no branch mints must- be per- 
mitted to be established elsewhere. As 
for the proposal to start’ a Government 
Bank, while there are, of course, certain 
nefits and financial advantages obtain- 
able from such an institution, as a mat- 
ter of fact such a Bank can havo little to 
do with the making of a fixed ratio in 
the exchange of gold and silver. 

3.—If it be decided to coin money to 
supply the currency needed for the whole 
empire it would be advisable to continue 
to retain the terms and weights of 
“tael,” “nace,” “candareen” and “Ii” 
(Liang, Ch‘ien, Fén, Li) as the people 
are accustomed to’ their use. But in 
minting the uniform curreney it will be 
necessary that it should not only be 
accepted at a fixed value throughout the 
Empire, but be also reeognised and 
accepted at a fixed value in exchange for 
gold in the other countries of the world. 
This must be tho main object in view and 
is of greater importance than that of 
the accepted curreney in our own 
Empire. Hence the “tacl” must be 























made of such a weight as to correspond 
in 


value to a certain amount of silver, 
h should be decided afterwards, with 
the object of making it a recognised coin 
in other count: Tt has been recom: 















the now currency tho American 
should be made’ the standard, 
the American dollar has already a 
recognised and fixed yaluc in relation to 
gold in other countries. Others again 
ve also recommended that the 
er currency be made each into a pi 
of coin one Kuping tacl in weight, 
because the present market rate of gold 
exchange is eight Kuping tacks for £1 
Hither of the above st i 
ble, and in making the now currency 
ould be made into four kinds, namely, 
five-maco, two-ace-and-a-half 
and one-mace coins.” Besides those silver 
coins there should be also struck two 
kinds of copper money, namely, ten-cash 
pieces and one-cash picees (10 ‘cash=ono 
fén; one cash=one li), Aftor the 
establishment of tho Mint and the 
striking of coins of all kinls, it will then 
be timo to decide whou the new 
currency shall be launched upon tho 
country. No other coins should be per- 
mitted to circulate in the Empire after 
thi 









































—As soon as it has beon decided 
what coins are to bo struck, proper 
rogulations should be made with regard 
to tho mint to, be established. Tf tu» 
many. branch mints be allowed it is to bo 
apprehended that the money struck: 
may not be of uniform weight or fineness, 
and so confusion may be eaused such ax 
is now prevalent in this Empire and thus 
infinite trouble and obstruction to the 
reforms suggested may arise. The best 
way would be to select some central spot 
for the construction of one principal 
Mint which shall coin all the currency 
that may be needed by the provincial 
governments. With the exception of this 
principal Mint no other mints shall bo 
allowed to be established. All the minting 
machinery now in use in the yarious pro- 
vinees should be without reserve sent te 
tho principal Mint in question so that 
there may be no waste of the money 
expended upon it. Besides the native 
workmen to be employed in this Mi 
there should also be engaged certain 
foreign experts, namely, one superinten- 
dent, one examiner of silver, one head 
inist, and one accountant, each 
his special department of work. 
‘The one-tael and fivemace silver coins 
that are to be struck should be made of 
nine+enths silver and one-tenth copper ; 
the two-mace-and-a-half and one-mnon
